Firefighters battled sub-freezing temperatures early this morning as they 
struggled to save the Dennis Acklin Investments Co., 1009 IKth St., from total 
destruction. On his way to work, Don Parker spotted the smoke from the blaze at 
3:40 a.m. and called the fire in from a nearby fast food restaurant. The first fire 
units arrived on the scene two minutes later. By that time, according to Fire 
Marshal Bill Three!, the fire had ventilated through the roof and was showing 
considerable smoke and flame. Twenty-one firefighters including seven off-duty 
personnel and four fire chiefs responded to the call with five pieces of equipment. 
Fire damage was contained to a small closet containing a central heating unit 
and an adjacent hallway, although smoke and heat damage was evident 
throughout the building, Three! said. Only one of the seven offices in the building 
was occupied, but it sustained heavy damage, he said. Actual damages have not 
yet been determined but the building was valued at $80,000. Threet believes that 
the fire began when the motor of the heating unit shorted out. He said the motor 
had melted in the high temperatures. Structural damage was contained to the 
floor and around the heating unit and the attic above it. Firefighters were able to 
tap out the blaze at 4:05 a.m. and returned to the station at 5:32 a.m. (Staff photo 
by Mike Newman).

“ He was saving up money to buy a 
car and we had put aside a little for his 
college education,” Foster went on to 
say, “ but since that money won’t be 
used now, I think Robert would like to 
see it go to help someone who can use 
it.” 
Although final details are yet to be 
worked out, Foster said that the funds 
are currently under the supervision of 
Rev. Jay Carter Paul, pastor of First

That bit of dialogue comes 
through in "To The Top of 
the World: Assault on Mount 
Everest,” a documentary 
CBS will broadcast Jan. 7, 8- 
9 p m., Eastern Time The 
show originally was slated 
for a Sunday afternoon 
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"football death,” but luckily 
someone was smart enough 
to switch it into prime time. 
The story it tells is fantastic. 
Philip Trim ble, a State 
D epartm ent lawyer and 
amateur mountain climber, 
wanted to get a group 
together 
to 
climb 
a 
Himalayan peak in the 8,000- 
foot category. 
He contacted a friend in 
Nepal, and instead was 
offered a crack at Everest. 
Nepal 
allows only 
two 
Everest climbs a year — 
pre-and post-monsoon — and 
Mt. Everest is booked solid 
until the early 1980s. But a 
gap developed in the SRO 
booking for the world’s 
highest 
and 
most 
challenging mountain when 
a French group canceled. 
Trimble and ten others — 
nine 
A m ericans and 
a 
Dutchman — made record 
time in organizing the ad­ 
venture for which, as an 
amateur team, they were not 
qualified. "Weak,” smiling 
Nepalese characterized it. 
The 
Am erican 
Bicen­ 
tennial Everest Expedition 
set out to reach the summit 
of the 29,028-foot mountain — 
where temperatures were 40 
degrees below zero, winds 
gusted at IOO miles an hour, 
and from which over the 
years more than 30 climbers 
have not returned. 


The climb took IO weeks; 
the men remained at the 
summit for half an hour, 
then 
began 
a 
perilous 
descent that provides a 
suspenseful end to the real­ 
life drama. 


As they climbed higher, 
several team 
m em bers, 
including its two women, 
were forced to give up hope 
of reaching the summit 
because 
of 
physical 
ailments. On Oct. 8, 1976, 
blond, pony-tailed Dr. Chris 
Chandler, a specialist in 
emergency medicine, and 
Robert Cormack, a glider 
pilot 
who 
took 
"home 
movies” 
at 
the summit, 
were the only ones to achieve 
their goal. 
‘ ‘E v e r e s t ’ ’ 
m a k e s 
fascinating viewing, with the 
mountain the star of the 
show from its lush foothills 
to the misty reaches of its 
bulk up to the ascetic beauty 
of its icy peak outlined 
against a bright blue sky. 
The show succeeds in all 
but one category — unless 
you knew before, you still 
won’t understand why men 
risk they lives to climb 
mountains.

Lemon oil shines 
bathroom tiles

DEAR POLLY — We just moved into a house where 
the bathroom tiles were heavy with soap. Now that the 
tile is washed free of that scum, w hat can I do to m ake it 
shine again? — H.R. 
DEAR H.R. — I presume you refer to tile walls. 
Plastic tiles would be treated to a coat of self polishing 
wax — do not use polishing wax. Ceramic tiles should 
rub to a gloss with a soft cloth unless you used a very 
harsh cleanser that has removed the top finish. In that 
case try a silicone-type automobile polish. 
A letter from Jane E. says that after she had cleaned 
the soapy scum off her bathroom tile she dried them and 
rubbed with a generous amount of lemon oil. While she 
did this to keep water drops from forming and scum ac­ 
cumulating it should impart a certain amount of luster. 
Do be careful not to put any of these on the floor or in­ 
side a tub or shower, since someone might have a bad 
fall. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I know Eunice m eant well when she said 
she took along a cold w ater bottle for her dog and then opened 
the windows a bit when she had to leave her pet in the car, but 
this could still be dangerous on a hot day. According to the 
Animal Protection Institute in California “ On a hot sum m er 
day the inside of the car heats very quickly. On an 85 degree 
day, for exam ple, the tem perature inside your car, with the 
windows slightly opened, will reach 102 degrees in IO m inutes. 
In 30 m inutes it will go up to 120 degrees. A dog’s norm al body 
tem perature is 102 degrees F A dog can withstand a body 
tem perature of 107-10 degrees F. for only a short tim e before 
suffering irreparable dam age to the brain or even death. The 
closed car interferes with the dog s norm al cooling process, 
that is evaporation through panting It would be best to leave 
the pet at home. — P R. 
DEAR POLLY — I want to tell other recipe collectors that 
the best way I have found to keep them is in a m agnetic photo 
album under the plastic sheets. I can read them easily, they 
stay clean and none are ever lost. — MILLIE. 
DEAR POLLY — If your family is like mine, finding a pin or 
safety pin when it is needed can be a bit of trouble. To solve 
our dilem m a I m ade a pin cushion from a sm aller type velvet 
chair cushion, put a hanger on it and hung it in a prom inent 
place in the bathroom . Now we no longer have that every m or­ 
ning search for a pin or safety pin. This is a fairly large 
cushion so no one has the excuse of not finding it. 
If you are afraid the bottom of a m etal w astebasket is going 
to rust m ake a no-cost liner from a big plastic bleach bottle. It 
can be cut down to the desired size and prevents the chance of 
rust. Mine is priceless to m e — LUCILE.

Finch Finds 
‘New Nest’ 
In America

newfound acclaim to finding 
a new nest in the United 
States. 
A vagabond most of his 
life, the British star moved 
to Hollywood last year and 
has, 
in 
his words, 
ac­ 
complished, “ the finest work 
I’ve done on the screen.” 
Finch was talking about 
his role as the beleagured 
television news anchorman 
in 
“ N etw ork,’’ 
a 
per­ 
formance which may win 
him an Academy 
Award 
nomination this year. 
He followed 
‘‘Network’’ 
with the 
part of Israeli 
P rim e M inister Yitzhak 
Rabin in “ Raid On Enteb­ 
be,” Sunday night (NBC- 
TV), costarring with Charles 
Bronson. 
"Proxim ity has something 
to do with the upsurge in my 
work,” he said with an easy 
grin. “ ‘Network’ must have 
been my best performance. 
“ Not being very well 
known in the United States, I 
find people asking me if I’m 
Howard 
B eale, 
the 
newscaster I played. I’ve 
even been confused 
with 
genuine anchorm en. One 
fellow told me he watches 
me on the news every night. 
"I suppose I was cast as 
Y itzhak Rabin beause I 
resem ble him som ew hat. 
For a nonJewish actor, I’ve 
played more Jewish roles 
than anyone I can think of. I 
take this for a compliment. 
"I played a secretary in a 
kibbutz in ‘Judith,’ an an­ 
tique dealer in ‘Make Me An 
Offer,’ 
and 
a 
doctor 
in 
Sunday, Bloody Sunday.’ In 
truth, I think I’m one- 
sixteenth Jewish. A distant 
aunt, as I recall.” 
Finch, 56, is a raconteur of 
enormous charm and poise. 
He speaks fluent French and 
Italian. He also is a raving 
American patriot. 
He has rem ained a British 
citizen down through the 
years, living in England, 
A ustralia, Italy, F rance, 
lr$Ua and Switzerland. 
He also lived on and off for 
2(fc0 y ears 
in 
Jam aica, 
spending two years before 
moving to Hollywood far­ 
ming coconuts, bananas and 
pimientos on IOO acres rn 
that Caribbean paradise. 
“ The 
pim ientos 
were 
profitable, 
but 
not 
the 
bananas and coconuts,” he 
said. "I had to abandon the 
project. Sold the farm but 
kept the house. 
‘‘In a long life I’ve only 
owned three houses. I was 
like a child buying our new 
home here in California. My 
vagabond life is over now, 
thank God. We moved in just 
before the stroke of midnight 
of this new year. 
"My wife, Eletha, and I 
broke open a bottle of 
champagne as a symbol of 
our new life. I haven’t slept 
so well in my life as in the 
short time we’ve lived there. 
I d been sick of my travels 
and hadn’t realized it. 
"Despite all the British 
who 
have 
m oved 
to 
Hollywood, there isn’t an 
English colony here as there 
was in the old days. I don’t 
care to live anyplace where 
I’m 
not 
out among the 
natives. I don’t believe in 
clubbing it up. 
“ W hat’s 
the 
point 
of 
leaving England if you’re 
going to surround yourself 
with other Englishmen. I 
should think getting away 
from them would be part of 
the reason for departing in 
the first place.” 
Finch asked not to be 
named an evader of English 
taxes. He left Blighty more 
than 15 years ago when 
London was swinging and 
prosperous. 
His enthusiasm for the 
United States is boundless. 
"America is the last sane 
place on earth,” he said. 
"When I’ve been a resident 
here five years I will take out 
citizenship papers. 
“ Having been such a 
nom ad I feel no fierce 
loyalties elsewhere. Most of 
my work for the past 15 
years has been for American 
companies anyhow.
